sufficient  quantity., 

The  amount  of  water  supplied  to  Wivenhoe  in  the  12months  ended  31  Su  Decemoo— 
19^8,  amounted  to  64*536  million  gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption 
of  O.I76  million  gallons*  The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes 
during  the  year  was  41*5^9  million  gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption 
of  0*113  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken  through  trade ^meters . 

Y/as  23.027  million  gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption  of  0*063  million 
gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade)  made  in  the  year  to 
the  Company’s  mains  in  the  Urban  District  amounted  to  22.

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  low  level  water  storage  tank  was  filled  but 
due  to  difficulties  in  making  a  water  tight  joint  between  the  sub-ground 
concrete  and  the  above  ground  Braitwaites  Sections  the  tank  was  not  brought 
into  full  commission  until  several  months  later.

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Private  Water  Supplies,  One  property  having  a  well  supply  of  poor  Bacterial 
quality  has  been  connected  to  the  mains  -supply  during  the  year* 


Sev/er  and  Sewage,  At  the  outfalls  the  renewals  and  alterations  to  the  filter 
beds  have  been  carried  out  giving  increased  dosage  rate  to  the  media,  which 
is  proving  beneficial*  Additional .collecting  drains  have  been  laid. down  below 
the  sludge  drying  beds  and  humus  tank  to  collect  liquor  spillage  which  results 
not  only  after  the  filling  of  the  sludge  beds  but  due  to  seepages  through 
the  humus  tank  walls*  Major  repair  works  will  be  necessary  to  these  walls 
if  the  works  are  to  continue  to  be  used. 


In  Rebow  Road,  the  6"  sewer  was  traced  and  the  terminal  bend  located  at  whicn 
a  manhole  has  been  constructed.  A  complete  survey  of .the  sewers  of  Belle  Vue 
Road  has  been,  made  by  the  Council’s  Consultants,  Their  report. is  awaitud 
which  will  show  their  proposals  for  pumping  the  sewage  from  this  area  to 
the  Wivonhoe  Sewer  -  shutting  down  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works. 


During  the  year  the  Council  were  able  to  accept  the  Tendring  R.D.C’s  request, 
of  several  years  standing,  and  the  laying  of  an. extension  to  the  Queens  Road 
sev/er,  by  the  R.D.C.  to  drain  houses  on  their  side  of  Anglesea  Road. situated 
above  the  railway.  Properties  below  the.  railway  have  also  been  drained  to 
the  Council’s  sewer  by  means  of  a  new  sewer  laid  directly  to  the  V/ivenhoe 
Pumping  Station.  The  Tendring  R.D.C,  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  th 
U.D.C.  for  the  Annual  Payment  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  at  the  U.D.C  s 


disposal  works. 

Progress  on  Stages  2  and  3  of  the  Queens  Road  m state  has  continued  and  the 
Pumping  Station  (less  pumps  etc.)  and  pumping  main  have  been  constructed.

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Rosabella  Avenue  and  Parkwood 
Avenue  garages  by  the  construction  of  a  footpath,  proper  vehicular  entrances 
to  the  garages,  the  laying  of  grass  verges  and  planting  of  ornamental  trees* 


8*  Housing.  The  rate  of  building  again  dropped  sharply  (from  55  in  1967  to 

30  dwellings  this  year)  due  largely  to  the  restriction  of  development  impose 
last  year  by  the  Essex  County  Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Tendring 
Waterworks  Co.  This  restriction  was  however  lifted  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  rate  will  soon  rise  to  previous  levels. 


Phase  I  uosabelle  Avenue  scheme  was  completed  and  the  two  terraces,  each 
of  3  three  bedroomed  houses,  were  occupied  in  August,  Phase  II  Rosabelle 
Avenue  scheme  and  the  two  terraces  each  of  2  three  bedroom  and  1  four 

bedroom  houses  were  roofed  in  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  Closing  Orders  or  Demolition  Orders  were  made  but  four  Closing  Orders 
were  rescinded  as  the  owners  had  renovated  the  properties  bringing  them 
up  to  full  Housing  Act  Standards, 


Approval  was  given  to  11  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  £2,335  was 
paid  to  owners  of  11  properties  for  works  completed,  five  of  which  were 
for  the  higher  limit. 

A  greater  percentage  of  applications  were  for  tenanted  houses  than  in 
previous  years  (36 fo  this  year  compared  with  25/3  last  year).  The  Council 
has  continued  its  policy  of  not  considering  the  implementation  of 
Discretionary  Grants. 

Once  again  on  the  appointed  day,  no  Gypsies  were  found  in  the  district  and 
it  is  raiely  that  any  are  seen  passing  'through  the  area.

9.  New  Buildings.  136  plans  for  nev/  buildings  or  alterations  were  deposited 
only  one  of  which  was  disapproved.  This  is  a  similar  number  of  application; 
to  last  year.  The  general  understanding  of  the  Building  Regulations  was 
noticeable.  Two  applications  for  Relaxation  of  the  Regulations  were  received 
one  was  permitted  and  one  refused  by  the  Council.  No  relaxation  requiring 
the  consent  of  the  Ministry  were  received. 


One  interesting  new  development  approved  and  carried  out  by  the  end  of  the 
year  was  for  a  Coin  Operated  Laundry  and  Dry  Cleaners. 


University  development  has  been  slower  but  the  first  of  the  apartment  blocks 
in  Wivenhoe  has  commenced  -  blocks  number  5  and  6  (l-4  being  within  the 
Colchester  Borough).  Blocks  5  and  6,  however,  are  taller  than  the  previous 
ones  and  I  am  told  that  when  completed  they  will  be  equal  to  the  highest 
building  of  this  type  of  construction  in  Europe  and  the  highest  in  Gt. Britain.

10.  Roads.  The  Private  Street  Works  programme  has  continued  although  Tower 
Road  (completed  last  year)  has  not  been  completed  financially  and  final 
apportionments  have  not  been  made.  Queens  Road  has  been  completed  and 
final  accounts  are  being  checked.  The  preliminary  survey  of  Park  Road' 
has  been  carried  out  and  approved  by  the  Council.  Detailed  plans  are 
now  being  prepared  together  with  the  preliminary  survey  for  Rebow  Road. 

The  Car  Park  has  been  well  used  particularly  during  December  when  the 
MN0  WAlTINCr”  area  in  the  southern  part  of  the  town  became  operative 
with  the  fixing  of  the  approved  signs  and  painting  of  the  double  yellow 
lines. 

The  roads  and  sewers  in  Phase  I  Queens  Road  Estate  (part  of  Valley  Road) 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Further  house  numbering  was  carried  out  on  the  1 68  properties  in 
Anchor  Hill, High  Street  and  Belle  Vue  Road, 


Once  again  extensions  to  a  conversion  of  existing  street  lighting  have 
taken  place  and  with  the  inception  of  British  Standard  Timo,  street 
lighting  has  been  throughout  the  night  as  the  required  parts  to  modify 
the  time  switches  v/ere  not  available  for  dusk  to  midnight  and  6.30  a.m. 
to  dawn  operation. 

Essex  County  Council  have  provided  concrete  bins  'with  internal  wire 
baskets  for  the  collection  of  litter  along  the  A.  133  and  B.1027  and 
have  agreed  to  pay  the  Council  for  a  weekly,  disposal  of  the  litter. 
This  service  has  been  fitted  into  the  normal  refuse  collection  round 
and  is  proving  satisfactory.  The  County  Council  have  also  agreed  to 
pay  the  Council  for  the  maintenance  of  their  roadside  verges  in  the 
High  Street  and  at  the  Colchester/iIeath  Road  junction. 


For  the  first  time  the  Council  included  in  last  years  estimate  monies 
for  the  purchasing  and  planting  of  trees  along  the  roadside  and  34 
trees  were  planted  during  March  and  a  further  28  v/ere  planted  at  the 
end  of  the  year  which  were  included  in  the  1 968/69  estimates. 


British  Rail  carried  out  repair  works  to  the  brick  steps  and  wall  at 
the  end  of  Clifton  Terrace  leading  to  the  railway  station.  The  Council 
cleared  the  surface  water  drain  under  the  railway  by  the  sub-way  on 
footpath  Ho. 8  which  has  been  blocked  for  years  •  how  the  path,  previously 
flooded,  can  be  used  in  most  weathers.  The  surface  water  drain  in 
St.Johns  Road  was  cleared  of  coke  and  other  rubbish,  and  a  manhole  was 
constructed  to  assist  in  future  maintenance also,  with  the  financial 
co-operation  of  Messrs. J.W. Cook  Ltd., the  lower  end  of  the  road  was 
surfaced  in  tarmacadem.  Another  manhole  was  constructed  on  a  surface 
water  sewer,  this  time  in  Quay  Street  and  a  blockage  in  the  brick  and 
tile  drain  was  cleared. 


The  town  ditch  from  the  roar  of  the  fire  station  to  and  including  the 
culvert  under  Queens  Road  was  cleared  and  deepened  which  has  given 
better  flows  in  time  of  excessive  rain  as  the  level  of  flow  has  been 
dropped  up  to  12  inches  in  some  places.  The  dry  weather  flow  is  now 
satisfactorily  taken  at  invert  levels  all  the  culverts.  The  long 
awaited  approval  from  the  County  Council  was  given  for  the  erection

of  bus  shelters  from  Colchester  Road  (University, East  Lodge)  to  Station 
Road  in  September  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  erection  was  commenced  and 
two  shelters  were  in  use. 

11*  b o i s e  Ad at erne rit .  Unsatisfactory  progress  has  been  made  concerning  the 
refrigeration  machinery  (reported  last  year)  even  though  every 
assistance  has  been  given  by  the'  Council.  Further  works  have  been 
carried  out  by  the  owner  but  without  full  appreciation  of  the  complications 
of  noise  transference  and  absorption.  Further  noise  level  readings  were, 
taken  by  me  and  forwarded  to  the  owner  who  finally  employed  a  Consultant 
whose  independent  readings  confirmed  mine.  At  the  end  of  the  year  their 
Consultants  report  was  awaited  and  expected  to  be  presented  at  the 
January  Public  Health  Committee. 

12.  Food.  Major  renovations  and  alterations  of  a  former  house  have  converted 
it  into  a  Restaurant  which  is  expected  to  open  in  January  1969* 

A  complaint  concerning  the  taste  of  sliced  Veal,  ham  and  egg  pie  was 
investigated  including  an  analysis  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

Ipswich,  of  the  purchased  pie  and  the  remainder  of  the  pie  remaining 
at  the  shop.  Ho  objection  could  be  substantiated  by  the  Laboratory.
